Now that the Winter has gone, prep 


aratious for the extension of the Oregon 
Division of the Central Paoif'C 
are 


actively going on beyond Redding. The 
Chinese which were taken away some 
time ago are being returned over the 
new route from Davisville to Tehama 
and then to Redding. Three carloads 
havi been sent and a carload are trans 
ported each day. These are to be en 
gaged in building wagon roads during 
the next six weeks, and then a very 
largo number of men and teams wil 
begin grading and tracklaying. 
One 


of the engineers now there states tha 
in two or three months there will be 
over 5,000 laborers on the ground 
Nearly 150 stone-masons and carpenters 
have been at work all Winter, building 
bridges along the route beyond Bed 
ding. All of the maionry and bridges 
are to be of the rnosit solid and sub 
stantial character.

make the road first-class in all respocts 
and to complete it speedily.

•.During the recent session of Con- 
gress President 
Arthur made more 


nominations to offics than have ever 
been made in a single session since the 
war, and but four or live of them were 
rejected by the Senate. This is more 
thnii can be said of any President, and 
if it means anything it means thut he 
has been careful in his scrutiny of can- 
didates and has made very few mistakes. 
Remarking upon this a Democratic Sen- 
ator said the other day: "We have had 
no row over nominations this session, 
and the President has come nearer 
pleasing everybody than any of his 
predecessors have ever done.

suit them. Mr, Eaton, Chairman of 
the commission, ashed to have ex-Nivvul 
Officer Burt, of New York, appointed 
Chief Examiner, and the President very 
promptly sent his name to the Senate, 
whereupon Mr. Burt, who is a great 
reformer, indignantly declined to accept 
a salary of $3,500 from the Government 
when he hi'.s been getting $8,000 a year. 
The reformers of New York are now 
trying to muko out that Burt was in- 
sulted by the President iu being nomi- 
nated to Kuch an office.

come to the President's rescue.

A WOMAN'S 


What a Lady ol Great Proiuiueiiee 


Haa to May About Her 
Sex.

On a recent trip by a representative 


of this paper to the city of Haverhill, 
Mass., a most important incident oc- 
curred, which cannot fail to be of the 
greatest interest to all, and especially to 
our lady readers. The newspaper man 
met a lady a trifle past middle age with 
luxurious white hair that contracted 
strikingly with piercing black eyes. She 
possessed a straight, lull habit,womanly, 
but commanding, combined^ with man- 
ners, wholly lady-like, arid yet pro- 
nounced.

you happen to euter the field at that 
early day -when women in the profes- 
sions were specially 
frowned 
down 


upon?" 
"I think I must have inherited a 


taste from iny father, Professor J. C 
Wood, of Harvard college. 
He was 


eminent in the profession, u hard work- 
er and equally earnest in his recrea- 
tions. He hunted considerably and ] 
remember when only nine yours old ] 
used to dissect the birds and auimuls he 
had killed. I felt infatuated with in 
ioiil science even then, and the infatua- 
tion has continued up to the present 
time." 


"And did you begin your studies so 


early in life?" 
"I can hardly say when I began, for

Trnokee Republican, that the choicest 
table butter used on the Pacific Coast 
is made in the vicinity of Truokee, dur- 
ing the months June, July, August and 
September, by dairymen who make 
limited quantities in the valleys in the 
Spring, before moving to their moun- 
tain ranges. The reason why mountain 
butter possesses such superiority over 
butter made in the valleys is because of 
the climate and feed, together with the 
greater skill of the mountain dairymen, 
make a combination of circumstances 
more favorable to its successful manu- 
facture than can be found elsewhere on 
the Coast. 
With these dairymen the 


manufacture of butter is a profession. 
The Truokee Basin is the dairyman's 
heaven. 
The numerous valleys and

In and about 
Lake Tahoe are many favorite feeding 
spots, and there is not a nook or vale 
but is known to the dairyman a.nd occu- 
pied. Close to Trockoe there are fifteen 
or twenty dairy farms that each year 
send to market over 60,000 pounds of 
the pure article. Sardine Valley, Sierra 
Valley, Webber Lake range and the Val- 
ley of the Little Truokee are all favorite 
feeding places of the ranchmen, and 
their cabins and dairies dot the green 
meiulows, ,iD'l all yield good returns to 
tbe driiryiu(;o 
The butter from these 


mountain dairies ia esteemed very high- 
ly, and always brings an advanced price 
iu the market. By the first of March 
the following season the supply is al- 
ways exhausted, and often advanced 
orders eat largely into the product of 
tbe season. 
The regular climate, and 


cool nights are great desideratums in 
butter uiakiug, and, combined with tbe 
rich properties of the mountain grasses, 
it 
IK no woudui that Truckee butter 


should 
ever command a premium. 


Cheese' factories are being talked of, 
and it is thought the near future will 
see tliem iu active operation. At pres- 
ent the milk left after the butter is ex- 
tracted is fed to the pigs and calves, 
which, by the lime the season closes 
and tho dairymen ready to depart, are 
ready for market, and literally "as fat 
as pigs." 
Most of them are bought up 


by the local butchers at good prices.

Sacramento Record-Union presents tbe 
game law as passed by the late Legisla 
ture, and approved March 9th: 


Section 1. Section 626 of the Pena 


Code ia amended to read: 62C. Every 
person who, between March 1st one 
October 1st, hunts, pursues, takes, kills 
or destroys quail, partridge, or grouse, 
or rail, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
Every person who at any time takes, 
gathers or destroys the eggs of anj 
quail, partridge or grouse is guilty oi 
a misdemeanor. 
Every person who, 


between January 1st and June 1st, 
hunts, pursues, takes, kills or destroys 
doves ia guilty of a misdemeanor. Every 
person who, between November 1st and 
July 1st iu the following year, hunts, 
pursues, takes, kills or destroys any 
mala deer or buck is guilty of a misde- 
meanor. Any person who has in his 
possession any hides or skins of any 
deer, elk, antelope or mountain sheep, 
killed between November 1st and July 
1st, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every 


person who shall at any time hunt, pur- 
sue, take, kill or destroy any antelope, 
elk, mountain sheep, female deer or 
doe shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person who shall at any time bant, 
pursue, take, kill or destroy any spotted 
fawn is guilty of a misdemeanor. Every 
person who shall take, kill or destroy 
any animals mentioned in this section 
at any time, unless the carcass of such 
animal is used or preserved by the per- 
son taking or slaying it, or is gold'for 
food, is guilty of a misdemeanor. Every 
person who shall buy, sell, offer or ex- 
pose for sale, transport, or have in his 
possession any deer from which evi- 
dence of sex has been removed, or any 
of the aforesaid game at any time when 
it is unlawful to kill the same, as pro- 
vided by this and subsequent sections, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 2. Section 631, Penal Code, 


is amended to read: C31. Every person 
who shall at any time net, pound, weir, 
cage or trap any quail, partridge or 
grouse, and every person who shall sell, 
buy,

is prosecuted. Nothing in this chap- 
ter shall Jbe construed to prohibit the 
Uuitod Stales Fish Comrnissionera or 
the Fish Commissioners of the State of 
California from taking such fish as they 
shall deem necessary for the purpose of 
artiticiul hatching, nor at anytime. Ii 
shall not be lawful for any person to 
buy or sell, or offer or expose for sale, 
within this State, any kind of trout 
(except brook tront'l less than eight 
inches in length. Any person violat- 
ing the provisions of this section is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Sections 627, 628 and 029 are re- 
pealed. 


The act takes effect July 1, 1883. .
